The visit by the good will delegation ivom 
San Frnnclsco has served to establish frleiitl- 
ller relations between Twin Falls and that 
Important California city, a relationship 
which Tor years has existed to a certain ex- 
tent. 

Offhand, we may not fully ajjpreclatc the 
(act that San Francisco and Magic Valley 
have much In common, and for that reason 
much is to bo gained from these visits by 
representatives of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce, 

Whiio most of the west coast Is a great 
potential market for commodities produced 
In Magic Valley, San Francisco U the logical 
local point for all such trade. 

Indications are that great strides will he 
made In the Industrial development ol the 
11 western states after the war Is over, the 
ground work [or wlilch already has been 
established by those many plants set up 
along the Pacific coast for wartime produc- 
tion. 

This influence has even extended Inland to 
Include vlclnitle.'i such as ours, where In- 
dustry appears to have had Its beginning. It 
all makes for a more nearly balanced econ- 
omy with greater prosperity lor all. 

If, after the war Is over, the people of 
Magic Valley can buy products manufac- 
tured in the west and thereby save the addi- 
tional freight that Is now paid on commodi- 
ties shipped from the east. It will be a distinct 
advantage. 

On the other hand. If the Increased nonu- 
latlon that results along the Pacific coast 
from all this new Industrialization bnnEC,^ a 
greater marlcet tor Magic Valley's agricul- 
tural products, we will have a twofoia ad- 
vantage In our new relationships wlin Man 
Francisco and other west coast cities. 
In seeking to gain full advantage of 1 
mutual benefits, however, there Is one major 
problem to bo overcome — the need of more 
direct railroad service to San Francisco. The 
Wells cut-off originally was intended to ac- 
complish that very purpose, but the peonie 
of this vicinity still find It more convenient 
to go to Los Angeles than to San Francisco, 
even though the latter Is a considerably 
shorter distance. 

Going by the way of Pocatello and Ogdi 
to get to San Francisco Is one of the grei 
handicaps standing In the way of this cl 
relationship which we are trying to estab 

We hope the San Francisco Chamber ■ 
Commerce will join with Magic Valley : 
striving to make the Wells cut-oft actual 
serve the purpose of a shorter route betwee 
these two cxtretnltles. 

That would bo a real accompllshmont along 
the lines we all have In mind.

TOO SIMPLE, MAVBE 

An article In the War and the Working 
Class reprlntcil by the Russian embassy In 
Washington, admits and discusses the obvious 
difference between the Russian and Anglo- 
American definitions of "democracy." 

This difference, the article holds, ".should 
not serve as an obstacle to firm, endurable 
cooperation among the allies." But In view of 
this difference, "11 would be hopeless to de- 
mand that democracy should be built tip In 
nil countries ol Europe on a British or Ameri- 
can model." 

The obvious solution, of course, should be 
to let the citizens of Europe'.s various coun- 
tries decide for themselves what type of de- 
mocracy they want. Such a .solution was im- 
plicit In the Atlantic charter (to which the 
Soviet Union subscribed) and explicit in the 
Yalta agreement In regard to Poland. 

But Poland'.s problem can't seem to get 
started toward settlement. And now an offi- 
cial Russian publication qualifies Its orlgl- 
niU agreement on the matter by way of four 
explanations. 

Well, maybe that is the trouble with simple 
solutions— they are too simple. However, wc 
hope that-all concerned will get used to the 
Idea of simplicity as time goes on. 



SPAIN'S 'BILL OF RIGHTS' 

Out of the wreckage of Europe's totalitar- 
ianism Dictator Franco of Spain has emerged 
to give his country, in a gesture of demo- 
cratic generosity, a "bill of rights." The bill 
provides for freedom of speech, of assembly, 
and of religious belief. Wonderful, isn't It? 
But— 

The "freedom of speech" permits no criti- 
cism of the fundamental principles of the 
Falangist state— whatever they are. 

The "freedom of assembly" Is only for "law- 
ful purposes"— whatever that means. 

The "freedom ot religious belief" bars all 
religious ceremonies except Catholic. 

Many ot the people under Franco's rule led 
Europe'* first tight against fascism. It la 
wnaiing now that Franco should think that 
he could content these people, -who arc still 
mlUtantly eager for freedom, simply by giving 
them a larger barred cell to move around In. 

But then, 'as has been suggested before, 
perhaps the gre«t weakness of most dictators 
Is Uiitt they don't really understand the pco-
